The Chilian Complication. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—It is now un- 


derstood that the Chilian complication 
has simmered down to a position where 
it can be treated through diplomatic 
channels. Monday the situation was 
critical, but further details of tho mat- 
tor, cabled to the state department by 
MinlstorEgan 1ms eased the minds of tho 
pronidont and those who attended the 
called conference Monday, and apeace- 
uble adjustment of tho difficulty ia 
looltcd for. liut the government does 
not intend to talte nny chances in be- 
ing unprepared for trouble and a dis- 
patch haa been Bent to the commander 
of the 
United States steamer San 


Francisco; which arrived at Payta Mon- 
day on her way north to San Francisco 
via Acnpuloo, to either remain at Payta 
or return to Valparaiso. 


When the navy 
department 
was 


closed ypstcrday afternoon no answer 
to the 'dispatch ha'l been received and 
,ho department offlclals are doubtful of 
ts having been delivered before tho 
csbol proceeded on her journey north- 


ward. 
The government, it is understood, 


considers the arrest by Hie Chilian au- 
thorities of two servants of Minister 
Kgan's official ho usehold, a serious nf- 
frout that must bo dealt with firmly. 
It is at a loss, howcver.to find any defi- 
nite precedents on which to base its 
protest, although it is firmly convinced 
that such a matter is serious enough to 
demand more than a vigorous protest 
should the Chilians attempt to defend 
their action.

Oar free traders are tho same kind of 


theorists that free traders were 50 and 60 
years ago. They regard every attempt 
to build up industries and create new 
ones an ^unpardonable political em and 
devise every sort of argument and theory 
to defeat it. Tliis has been the course of 
free traders from the time the first one 
was evolved from the sentiment that it is 
the first duty of Americans to help Eng- 
land, which has done BO much to retard 
tho progress of this country, to the pres- 
ent time. They have always been the 
oame kind of people and have always 
need the same arguments, no matter that 
pmotice has proven them to be mere im- 
practical theorists time after time. Every 
industry whioh baa been bnilt np in tbia 
country has been the object of their hate 
and misrepresentation.

land. Why.it you introduce manufac- 
tures in this country yon will have small- 
pox, obolora and yellow fever m the cit- 
ies of New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, not in A ugust only, but from Jane 
to January, and January to June. 


It is like blaspheming the dead to 


quote such "rot," bnt Randolph eaid it 
and he was applauded by the free traders 
in Congress when he auid it. 


To-day the country is dotted all over 


with factories, the result of a protective 
tariff, and Koanoke, the home of Ban- 
dolpb, has its scores of smoke stacks, 
every one of which looks like a huge sen- 
tinel standing over a factory. Every one 
of these IB a reminder ot the barrenness 
of free trade theories. The health of the 
people has not been impaired, and Boan- 
oke itself, tho greatost manntacturing 
center in the South, is one of the most 
healthy places m the country. 


There is to-day not a competitive in- 


dustry in this country that was not built 
up under the beninoent influence of a 
protective tnriff, and not one of them has 
escaped the fire of the free traders.
